REPUBLIC OF LIBERIA

Franc© and Germany Give Notice 
O w e Encroachm ents. 
Washington, Jan. 7.—This govern 
meat aud the government of Great 
Britain have exchanged what is known 
in diplomacy as a pro-memoria on the 
subject of Liberia. The effect is an 
agreement between the two countries 
that the republic of Liberia shall be sus­ 
tained in its integrity. Notices have 
been sent to Germany, France and other 
nations which might encroach on the 
little African republic. The pro-me mo­ 
rn gives the moral support of a jirotee- 
torate to Liberia without the legal form. 
The United States and Great Britain 
warn other nations to respect the rights 
of the republic, but do not assume any 
ant Purity over it. The liberian govern­ 
ment ha# been very much disturbed over 
the supposed dangers of encroachment.

Richard Croker Believes We 
Should Hold Our New 
Possessions. 


AN INSDLT TO OUR FLAG 


And People to Even Suggest That 
We Abandon Those We Have R e­ 
leased From Bondage—Jefferson an 
Expansionist — United 
States 
the 
Only Country Superior to Englaud. 


New York, Jan. 7.—The Journal and 
Advertiser today prints the following 
statement, given out by Richard Croker: 
“I b ileve in expansion; I believe in j 
holding whatever possessions we have ; 
gained by annexation, pun base rn* war. j 
“This policy is not only patriotic, but 
it is the only safe one to pursue. 
Any j 
other policy would show weakness on 
the part of the United States and invite 
foreign complications. 
This must be 
avoided, hence our policy must be vig­ 
orous. 
“Jefferson wa# an expansionist, other­ 
wise he would not have favored the ac­ 
quisition of Louisiana, with its foreign 
population, which in Jefferson’s time 
was quite as remote a# the Philippines. 
Iii this ago of steam and electricity dis­ 
tance is no argument against expansion. 
“ We spend million* annually for mis­ 
sionary work in foreign countries. Now 
we have a chance to spend this money 
in our own possessions and make the 
people of our own lauds good, lawabid­ 
ing citizens, who, in time, will be loyal 
to our constitution and our flag. Take 
Englaud for example. The people of 
this little isle come pretty near owning 
the universe. Are not our people as in­ 
telligent, as powerful and as patriotic as 
the English people? The United States 
is the only country on earth superior to 
the English. Why not illustrate to the 
world that we are fully able to cope 
with greater problems than we have had 
occasion to in the lost, and in the future 
dominate any emergency ? 
“ We have a population of 80,000,000 
of people; the country teems with young 
men full of life, hop*' and ambition. 
Why not give these young men a chance 
to develop our newly acquired posses­ 
sions aud build up a country rivaling to 
grandeur and patriotism our own United 
States? 
“It i* an insult to the American peo­ 
ple and to our flag even to suggest that 
we abandon the peoples we have released 
from bondage, or what would be more 
disgraceful, that we should offer to sell 
them to th© highest bidder. Such a 
proposition places the American people 
in the same cab*gory’ with the Chinese, 
who have neither patriotism nor a for­ 
eign polle r, and in consequence utilized 
a# a doormat by the powors of the world. 
“This is too great a question to be 
considered as a mere matter of dollars 
and cents. Our people want their rights 
protected; they will not figure on the 
cost. 
Bring it down to local govern­ 
ment. In the case of street cleaning the 
cry is, ‘we want clean streets,’ regard­ 
less of the cost. They demand them a# 
their right Just so with our posses­ 
sions, the people want the properties ac­ 
quired by war protected. They will 
pay for a standing army, a powerful 
navy and the protection of our flag the 
world over, regardless of any monetary 
consideration. 
They have proved their 
willingness to sacrifice their blood for 
the honor of their country and their 
flag. 
Aud when the question i* brought 
to au issue they will arise as one man 
and demand expansion as a ci ti ran a 
sacred right.”
